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Neighbors, 

I hope you are well. I wanted to provide some updates related to the temporary bridge housing project at 1533 Schrader 
Blvd, which will soon begin construction. Please see below for information related to construction as well as future 
operations and enhanced services/resources. Please let me know if you have any questions. 

Construction 


• Oct. 15th - Construction-related activities will begin on site, including trenching and the clearing of the lot. There 
will be a sound wall that will be constructed around the perimeter; a walkway for the YMCA will be accommodated 
both during construction and once the facility is built. 

• Mid-November - The large "membrane structure" (where the living quarters will be) will be delivered and begin 
to be assembled. 

• Early December - The trailers (which will include laundry, restrooms, showers, and office space) will arrive and 
be installed on site. 

• Early January - Construction activities will wrap up, and the service provider(s) will begin to move onto the site. 
The facility will be managed by PATH (People Assisting The Homeless) in conjunction with The Center At Blessed 
Sacrament, which is located around the corner. 

• Mid-late January - Operations will begin. 


O perations / Services 

• In addition to comprehensive full-service programming, resources, and case management on site, there will be 
24/7 security, provided by the operator, that will be both on site and patrolling the perimeter. 

• Leading up to the opening of the facility, there will be heavy outreach to homeless individuals in Hollywood as a 
means of matching people to this facility through the County's Coordinated Entry System (CES). Different 
outreach teams and service providers, led by the Los Angeles Homeless Services Authority (LAHSA), are working 
on a collaborative, coordinated outreach approach. 

• On the same day the facility opens, LAPD will devote two full-time officers to the area at all times (24/7). 

• 30 days after opening, the area will see a significant increase in Sanitation resources, with cleanup services 5 days 
per week. 

• PATH will also implement a "Good Neighbor" policy with the surrounding area that sets rules and regulations with 
their clients living on site, regarding behavior and expectations both on the site and in the neighborhood. As a 
reminder, all people utilizing the bridge housing will have been matched to the resource through CES. It will not 
be a "walk-in" facility. 

I'm also attaching the rendering, and the Bridge Home FAQ, which I recommend sharing.
